We have all the classics In our 
library, I used to read Shakespeare 
and Dickens, but my eyes went bad, 
and I stopped. So now we Just talk 
and listen to the radio." 

Langlcy said ho and Homer long 
ajo gave up goa and electricity, 
cooking on a keroseoo slove and

MEAT SHORTAGE 
The OIIlco of Price Admlnlatration I3 In- 
vcstlgatlns a shortage of meat in numerous 
cities throughout the country. We suspect the 
OPA knew the reason lor the shortage even 
before there was a shortage. Certainly there 
were respoiulble officials In Washington who 
knew, and who were trying to get their warn- 
ings acrosd. , 

The meat' shortage Illustrates the sort of 
trouble that is Inevitable when an adminis- 
trator is given responsibility for holding 
prices down, but Is deprived ot control over 
elements which govern prices. 

The wholesale and retail prices of meats 
were frozen. The price of livestock went up 
from a cent and a half to two cents a poiind. 
By the time that basic rise had reached the 
retailer, It meant a cut of from three to four 

. cents a pound In his markup for overhead 
and profit 

Qovemment experts Bay that packers were 
losing from 910 to $15 on every head of cattle 
they slaughtered, processed and sold, and 
Irom $2 to $2.S0 on every hog. 

The same amount of loss, these experts 
estimate, was being split between wholesalers 
and retailers, with the latter taking a little 
the worse beating. 

The smaller packers began going out of 
business. The big ones, with a sickly grin, 
allowed that they could stay in business oji a 
patriotic duty, drawing on their reserves. 

The big supermarkets were losing money. 
The "Papa and Mamma stores", got by, in 
part because their prices weren't under such 
close observation, and in part because their 
businesses were more flexible. The in-betwoen 

. stores, backbone of the trade, were being 
squeezed. 

What happened? } \ 

Tho stores began to hold back, particularly 
on beef and pork, since the more they sold 
the more money they lost. Rabers waited for 
higher prices, and lost their market. 

Now, with meat almost unbuyably high, 
there also Is a shortage. But next fall there 
will be a glut on tho market. The Department 
of Agriculture says there will be 2B million 
head of meat cattle to bo sold before the year 
la over, a seventh more than last year, and 
78 million hogs. The packing Industry says 
there will be 02 million hogs to sell. 

When this huge load Is ready for market, 
It will find about a quarter of tho small pack- 
ers out of business. The Industry, say experts, 
will not be able to handle this heavy load. 

What are the options? One is to puncture 
tho price ceiling by a cent or a cent and a hall 
a pound. Another Is to tlx tho price of Itvc- 
fltock, A third Is to continue as we are with 
the reisers deprived of a market, wholesalers 
and retailers losing money, pockers forced out 
of business, and meat scarce for consumers.

The Latins, in their for- 
gotten yards, are going to build a hundred 
wooden sailing vessels out of mostly non- 
critlcal materials and use them for inter- 
American trade. In which they can carry a

II water lor cooking could be . .

In the kltohen. Then the children: 
vegetables would not bo dr6wned 
and come out of tha pot miserable 
corptes agaltui which children put 
up stone-wall resistance. Why will 
people drown the poor thlnusT 

I believe that vegeiablcs, rightly 
cooked, are the moliutay c' " 
^children. They are filled wlUt 
precious food elements tliat would 
nourish tho dilldren wonderfully. 
If tlioy could set iJiem. Many 
ers buy all the nood veg eta Dies and 
then destroy them In too much wa^ 
ter. 

VeietAblea do not need to be cov- 
ered wlUi'waicr and boiled like mod. 
Wash them well; leave their sklia 
on If tlint Is possible; put only 
cnouah water lo keep ilicm from 
burning In the pot; cover them. 
Uiem on a moderate fire; _ . . 
the Julcc.i m tho pot for soup; butter 
Uie vegetables and servo ttieta to Vua 
hunihy children. II tliey are lively 
when they come to the table, the 
children wlU cat them manfully and 
ask for more. . 

Prefers Thick Pots 

I like heavy, thick pots for cook- 
ing Veietables. Thin, light pota let 
them bum loo easily when we -give 
them only a little .water. The new 
pots that cook food under steam 
pretsure are the beat of all la my 
experience. They are very expensive, 
ao most of us cannot have them, 
but there are Rood steam cooker* 
Within reach ot almost everybody, 

Tho pressure cookers, ateamers 
and their like, use less fuel, do the 
Job In leas time— ImaQlne peas cook- 
ed In two minutes — and well cooked. 
Theie pot* ore of heavy *teel and 
It would be hard work to bum food 
In tliem. The veBStablei come 
In good color, all their flavor, all 
their vital elements within them, 
leady lo nourish ehlldren perfectly. 

If we cannot have the pressure 
pots and steam cookers, we surely 
have heavy thick pots that, do well 
for slow cooking. And we can use 
little water and watch the thlnts 
cook. We can all do that to the sake 
of the youngsters who need every 
precious vitamin their good vcge^ 
tables hold. 

There 1* no country In All the 
world that bos such rlcliness 
trull and vegetables: and It Is *ad 
lo think that so much of It Is wasted 
In the cooking. We surely can do 
better. 

ttmw Vegatablei 

Peed the children with raw veg' 
elables now and then. Yotmg car- 
rot* vashed Ax>d cut In dainty sticks, 
young BcaUlons, celery stalk*, rad- 
Isties, cabbage, lettuce, very young 
peas, are delldoiu eaten raw and 
there can be no question about their 
losing their vitamins. Unices ot 
course, they are allowed to Uo about 
and shrivel. But that would be un- 
thinkable. 

ThU la tho lime to reform the 
cooking ot vegeublea If It has not 
been spruced up tor the duraUon 
long ago. Get a hoavy'steel pot, a 
steamer, a- pressure pot, anything 
but a thin, tin one, and make a rllUAl 
or cooking those vegetables bo they 
hold their food values. If theee Are 
drowned .out Just aa well glvL 
yoimgstcn'A bundle ot bay and be 
done with IL You will know when you 
get them Just rlgbL The children will 
ask for more instead of aaytng: 
'None, thank you."

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 UlSO—Mex- 
lean workers will b imported into 
the United States under the ipon- 
BOrahlp ot several government agen- 
cies to combat a growing shortage In 
agriculture labor, tho olllco oE war 
Information announced lost nlgliL 

Under tho plan, made possible by 
an agreement between tho state 
department and the Mexican gov- 
ernment, tlie ogriculturo depart- 
ment and the war manpower com- 
mission will cooperote to provide 
funds for tran.<iporUnEi the workers 
and to set up a system ot working 
standards. 

The OWI reported that (500,000 
htid been allocated to U^o loim se- 
curity administration from. Presi- 
dent Roosex'Clt's emergency fund, 
and Uiat congress probably would 
be asked to provide money for a 
long-term program to finance free 
transportation. 

Most of tlie Mexicans will work 
In places "where sucli latxir Is cus- 
tomarily employed, such as the cot- 
ton areas ot tho southwest and tho 
sugar beet areas of the west." tlie 
announcement said. They will bo 
paid the customary wage tor tho 
vicinity In which Itiey work, except 
that they may not be paid less than 
30 cents an hour; will be employed 
ot least three quarters ot the time, 
and will bo assured of adequate 
housing.
